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Cambodia - Communist China: Peking has taken 
another step to improve its relations with Phnom Penh. 

Cambodian Prime Minister Son Sann has sent a let- 
ter to Chou En-lai thanking the Chinese for agreeing to 
provide "new unconditional aid” including patrol boats, 
reconnaissance planes, and an unspecified amount of 
ammunition. This does not appear to mark any depar- 
ture from the kind of military assistance China has 
given Cambodia since 1964. 

The new offer was probably made primarily for 
its political impact. Peking has appeared intent on im- 
proving its ties with Phnom Penh since Chief of State 
Sihanouk’s anti- Chinese outbursts of last September 
and October. Son Sann's letter underlines Sihanouk's 
recent assertions that Sino- Cambodian relations are 
back on the track, although the reference to "uncondi- 
tional” aid serves as a reminder that Cambodian sen- 
sitivities to "outside interference” remain intact.

Nigeria: J The federal government apparently will 
purchase most of its future military supplies and equip- 
ment from the UK. A British official in Lagos said on 
1 December that his government, which had previously 
restricted arms sales to the Nigerians, is now prepared 
to sell them "what they want” on the basis of their al- 
most exclusive reliance on the UK. A high Nigerian of- 
ficial was scheduled to go to London the past weekend 
to begin "crash negotiations" for substantial quantities 
of ar ms, ammunition, and equipment, including armored 
cars. 
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
